DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to amendment/arguments filed on 03-02-2009. 
Claims 1 and 7 have been amended. Claims 2-6 are originally filed claims. Claims 8-9 have 
been newly added. The terminal disclaimer has been approved. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-9 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The independent 
claim recites: the microcomputer acquiring the information for battery residual quantity display 
even if authentication processing is being performed. This along with the rest of the claimed 
limitations is not shown by the prior art.
